Reaſons for Abrogating the TEST. 


Have fo little ambition to appear-in any- of the Diſputes, 
which have created ſo many quarrels among Chriſtians, 
as[ wiſh with all my Soul, that they who are call'd by 
that glorious Name, perfectly agreed in thoſe Truths 
which were the Faith ofthe Apoſtles and the pureſt Ages 
of the Primitive Church. How Bleſſed would the Church of 
Chriſt have been in an undiſturb'd Peace, if all the Errors, 


once 


' Which firſt carrupted our Religion, had been ſtifled in their 
'Birth , and ſo never impos'd by the "Canons of pretended 


Councils as Articles of, our Creed. But Intereſt firſt ingag'd 
ſome Men to offer incredible things unto the People to be be- 
lieved, and then took the firſt oppertunities to vent them in 
Times of ſuch Darkneſs, that the poor people were blind, and 
{ eaſily miſlead ; andto tye the Muffler about their Eyes ſo 
faſt, that it might never be unloos'd; the name of the Catholick 
Church was (till made uſe of to Authorize ſtrange _ 
B whic 
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which ſhe never 6wn'd;*and to ſecure her Authority from e- 
ver being queltion'd, the pretence of Infallibility was Impreg- 
nable. Now leaft any more Inquiſtive, than the reſt of the 
Head, ſhquld ſtartle at the ſight of what was new, ang 
before, the noiſe of Antiquity was fiffficierit tovilenee - 
queſtions; -and-in an Ignorarit Age, Avhen feWvot oſe 
who were diſintereſted had wit enough to Judge of what was 
in preſent view, much leſs to look back with a diſcerning 
Eye on what was paſt at a far diftance, the plauſable ſtory 
could not eaſily be diſprov'd. 

Thus the Worſhiping of Images firſt ſtole out int&the Wonld, 
and not long after, the Doftrine of Chriſts Bodily Preſence *in 
the Sacrament, wasIncourag'd tothe Birth. 

As long as People were-dull enough to give an undoubted 
aſſent to all that their Prieſts told them, and were ſtrongly 
prepar'd to ſwallow the -hugeft conradidtions, they all went 
down ſmoothly; Bat as knowledg -increasd'with the daw- 
ning of the Goſpel, thoſe groſs abſurdities were diſcover'd 
in many, things, / which the People had believ'd without ever 
examining them, and which the darkneſs of preceding Ages 
had couceaFd) that it was neceſſary to give thirgs a fairer 
appearance, "to call 'them” by {fter names, that they might 
both look and ſound leſs affrighting. This is,the Artifice which 
is now'fo much us'd, and applauded by the'Church of Rome, 
who it muſt be acknowledg?d, never wanted Addreſs to difen- 
ragle her elf, when 'her Errors are fo expos'd, chat chey are 
no longer defenfible; and -then the ſureft 'way to avoid the 
blow, is to confound them with the contrary Traths, that her 
Dottrine may be as unknown as her own firſt Original. Ant 
indeed the beſt means to eſcape a Confatation, is to caſt ſuch 
a miſt before -onr Eyes, as 'we cannot apprehend - what it is 
ſhe believes. 'In one. Age, Tranſubſtantiation 1s. necellary-ro 
be believed to Salvation; now. *tis 'fo-indifferent-, as 'tis difa- 

vow'd, thatthe Chureh'ever appoginted-ic' an Article of Faith, 

or ever aſſignd the Modus, (pardon a word which I have but 
borrow'd) of the Real Preſence$ and thus a point fo dear, 
and which not Two Hundred yeats paſt, 'coſt the Blood of fo 
many Martyrs, becauſe they would- not: own their belief of 
ir, is vaniſhed in the miſts of the' Schools, and nererly loſt -in

But the Author ,, who thus makes a new Creed for that 

Church, is to@ young a Proſelyte to Comment on the Arti» 

of her Faith, and-one fo lately inſtituted into the Holy 
\Rites, may with good reaſon have his deciſions ſuſpetted, as 
not being grounded on a ſufficient knowledg in the Myfteries 
of her Religion. . 

I know not how: thoſe who belong to that Communion 
will reſent it, but it hath a very odd Aſpect, that- the Holy 
Catholick Church ſhould be drawn. fo, as to reſemble the 
Hereticks inthe neareſt likeneſs as her Picture can be taken. 
It_intrenches on her Infallibility, to - reconcile the' principal 
parts of her. DoCtrine with fuch Articles as ſhe always con- 
denrd of Hereſte; and which, as the moſt damnable Hereſie, 
he hath continually and moſt fiercely oppogd. It was for 
Tranſubftantiation the great Heat began with Luther, though 
ſome other leſſer matrers- firſt raisd a. Quarrel. This in its 
niceſt Explications hath ſtill been. the. Subject of the warmeſt 
Diſpates, - It was for this ſo many ſuffer'd as obſtinate Heres 
ticks, -not fit to live, becauſe they: had liv*'d too. long to -re- 
nounce the uſe of all their Senſes and Reaſon in believing an 
open contradiction to them all. And yet now the cauſe of 
ſo many Diſputes, Quarcels, and Blood, is-cleverly convey'd 
away, and ſo many have flam'd ar a Stake, and the ground 
been dyed' with the Blood :of flaughter'd "Multitudes, only 
for ſome niceties of the Schools. For if we' will truſt out 
Authors bare word; no Councils of the Roman Church have 
ever defind-the manner of Chriſts Real Preſence in the Eu: 
chariſt, but left ie to- be- wrangled our by Logicians and So- 
phiſters, as they, cou]d belt clear it by the Principles of Ari- 
ftotle's Philoſophy. Now it was-the manner of that Preſence 
which always kindled both the Zeal of that Church, ard the 
Fires which conſum'd Hereticks, who by conſequence ſiffer'd 
not . as Apoltates- from the Faith, but the Doctrines of the 
Infallible Setagyrige: This is to:make the Rowan Religion 
mo{t darbaroutly . cruel,” in Burning and Damning Men mere- 
ly as Hereticks in Philoſophy ; but tho thoſe who profeſs it 
are but little engag?d: to him for repreſenting it ſo odious ; 
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yet he has extraordinarily oblig'd all the Proteſtants, by cre. 
ating them on a ſudden true Sons of the Roman Cathiolick 
Church ; we will now hope not only to be Say*d our ſelves,burt 
that -all, who before us owrrd the fame Dottrine as-we do, 
are ina very good condition, fince he comprehends both us 
and them within her Boſome who appropriates to herſelf the 
Keys, and diſpoſal of Heaven. We are all now of one Faith, 
ns the Confeſſions of all the Proteſtant Churches exa&tly a» 
gree with the Deciſions of the Great Council of Trezt: They 
Aſſert the Real Preſence, that Council, as our Author will 
have it, Determines no more; and how unreaſonable then is ic 
to make a Teſt to diſtinguiſh between Reman Catholicks and 
us, When we all believe. the ſame thing. - But however he 
boldly - charges all the Wiſdom and Authority of the Nation 
with a moſt rediculous - Impertinence, 'in forming a Teſt for 
che Roman Catholicks, which does not concern any point of 
their Faith, yet Tranſubſtanriation was once a very good 
Teſt for the Hereticks, and rime was, when their ſaying in ge- 
neral Terms, that they believed the Real Preſence; was not 
ſufficient ro fave them from the'Fire. There muſt certainly 
be ſomething more in the buſineſs, which our Author would 
not ſee, aud the reconciliation is too new, and eaſy not to be 
ſuſpeted, nor can I ever- imagine that the Church of Rowe 
will admit us into her . Communion vpon ſuch facile condi- 
tions. 

It will then be worth while to Enquire- into the Reaſons 
which led him- into an Opinion, wherein he is alone, and 
which (for all that I know to the contrary, ) he may al- 
ways boaſt as peculiarly his own. What is the Ground of 
his Alſertion which is altogether ſo Extraordinary ? -Why ! 
Truly a harmleſs -Word lay in his way, as he was haſtily run- 
ning through ſome Authors, at Which he- unfortunately ſtum- 
bled. 

It -is very well known, that in moſt of the Books, that 
are Written on this Subject, Chriſt is affirmed to be real. 
ly preſent in the Bread, -and Wine; and where ever our 
Author has met with this Real Preſence, whether in the 
Auguſtan, or Bohemian Conteſſions ;. or in Luther, Melan#hon, 
Bexs , or Calvin, he fancy'd he ſaw the Body and Blood

- To unravel therefore that confagd heap of Citations, 

which fwell up ſo many Pages, it will be neceſſary to Explain 

x. In what Senfe our great Redeemer is preſent to us in 
the Sacrament. 

2. And: then Secondly , It will be apparent, that all the 

Fathers of the Primitive Church, and all the Writers of lat- 
ter Ages, till the Eigth Century was almoſt run out, never 
drop'd a word that can tempt us to think that they belie- 
ved Chriſf to be fubſtantially preſent in the Sacrament; 
However, they frequently may aſſert, That he is really pre- 
ſent, and exhibited ro our Souls in the Elements of Bread 
and Wine : So far were they from confounding the Real Pre- 
ſence with the Subſtantial, of Chri#'s Body in its natural way 
of Exiſtence, as our Author does. 
- And in the Hiſtory, which by his Example I ſhall give, ir 
wilt alſo be manifeſt, that the Opinion of the Subſtantial Pre- 
fence never entred into the Weftern Church, till Paſchaſius Ro- 
bertas firſt Invented it, who firſt made an Innovation in this 
Faith. 

3. And then Thirdly, I ſhall prove that this New Opinion 
was at laſt adopted into the Faith of the Apoſtatiz'd 
Church of Rome, who in ſeveral Councils have not only con- 
firmed it, but choſe the very Word Tranſubftantiation, as moſt 
proper to expreſs it. 

4. I will Evidence, that the Confeſſtons of the Proteſftanr 
Churches, who our Author Cites, and their Writers, both For- 
reign, and of the Church of Exglend, though they expreſs 
their Faith of the Real Preſence, yet they mean it in a different 
Senſe, from that which is determined by the Roman Church: 


Firſt, To clear it, that the Body and Blood of Chrift may 
be Really preſent inthe Bread and Wine, and yet not Subſtan- 
tially, an Enquiry will be needful into the End, for which our 
Bleſled Lord appointed and commanded the Celebration ns

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els Holy. Myſtery; and, if be is preſent to us in it, ſo as. per- 
fe&ly to: rn the Deſign of his. Inſtitution, his, Body and, 
Blood are there inthe greateſt reality that can anſwer our $g-: 
wiew's purpoſe, though not in their real Natures. 

Tewas not to benefit our Bodies, but our Souls, that he In- 
ftituted this and all other Ordinances. He did not intend here. 


-n a Character of Honour to our Fleſhly part, in conferring a 


priviledge of handling him. How poor a favour would this 
beto any real purpoſes of our happineſs ? If we could ſuppoſe: 
that he ſtill lived among Men, ſo that we might not only touch 
his Sacred Body, but ſee it in the moſt Glorious appearance, 
whichis more than the greateſt Viſionariesof the Rowen Church 
will pretend, and quite contrary to what their. Natural pre- 
ſence of his Body in their Sacrament entertaing them with; 
where they. do not, nor ever did ſee-it, but only the Bread and 
Wine. If Chbri#t were thus in his Humane Nature, the Object 
of all our Senſes at once, what benefit in this particular ſhould 
we enjoy more than what the wickedeft Wretch living would 
equally ſhare ? We ſhguld be no-more blelled barely in this 
reſpect thanthe mulcicnde who, crowded upon him; Than F«- 
das, who killed and betrayed him ; Than the Soldiers who 
crowned him with Thornes and cloathed him in the mock 
Robes of a King ; Than that Ring of an Impious Rabble, who 
were SpeCtators of his being Crucified, and triumph'd in his 
Death. Nay, if we could renounce: our Senſes. and Reaſon 
{ far as to believe his Body Naturally preſent in_the Sagra» 
ment, and that we receiv'd the very Subſtarice of it- into ours, 
and, we could: really think that we did fo uncouth a thing, as to 
eat it, when by ſight and taſte we eat Bread:Yet how vain would 
this be to any real end of our Salvation, when as the greateſt 
Vilkin, who has but a Mouth wide enough to take in the Con- 
ſecraced Wafer, is as well a Partaker of Chrif's Body in this 
ſenſe, as the myſt Holy-diſpoled Sonl. Thus: inſignificant 
would the Real ſubſtantial preſence of Chriſt's Body and Blood, 
in the Sacrament, be to us, ſince he hath told us himſelf too, 
That the Fleſþ profiteth nothing : And. therefore, if we will be- 
lieve him, on his own Word, we cannot imagine he otters hum- 
ſelf in that way, unleſs we can think; that-when he intended 
us the greateſt priviledge of his Goſpel, and which ſhould co 
us 
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os the moſt good, he would order the matter fo, as in effect 
it ſhould do-us no'good at all. We may then be ſare of this, 
that however -otherwiſe he 'meant to be preſent 'to us in this 
holy-Supper, 'he never defigh'd to be there Corporally, that 
we-might put'him mour Mouths; and1lam very apt'to think, 
that when he aſcended to Heayen, he never thought to re- 
move thence again, only to be carried about the Streets and 
ſhewn. - 

Our Saviowr then does not 'give his Body to nouriſh ours, 
nor pours out his Blood to be transfus'd into our Veins ; both 
his Body and. Blood- are preſented to us in the Bread and 
Wine, to-profit our Souls; and therefore the Preſence of them 
in thoſe Elements, muſt be ſuntable ro ſuch Beings as our Spi- 
Tits, and'in a'way proper to diſtribure into them, their Gra- 
cious Influences and Eftects :, It muſt be Real, but Spiritual ; 
Iris Spiritual, that is not Bodily ; for -what wonld that con- 
cern'the'beneficof our Souls, which are no more capable of a 
Corporedl good, than our Bodies can be nouriſh'd by the 
knowledge of things? Ir is Spiritual, chat it may be ſuitable 
to'the Operations of our Spirits, whoſe Tetin'd Nature makes 
the Subſtantial preſence of a thing unneceſlary to place it be- 
fore them , and when I'think of any Object, though paſt, or 
far diſtant, it is as really'in the veiw of my mind, as what L 
ſe jaſt at my Elbow. 

+ The Body and Blood of Chriſt then, as repreſented in the 
Signs, the Bread and the Wine, are as really preſent to our 
Faith contemplating them, as any thing can be preſent to the 
afts of our Minds. And the outward figns themſelves are not 
more truly before our Eyes, than 'the things ſignifi'd are be. 

' fore our Thoughts, which upon the notice which the Sign 
gives, inſtantly view and conſider, what *tis ordain'd to repre- 
ſent. And Faith, which acts the greareft part in making us 
Partakers of the Genuine bleſſings of this Sacrament, hath in 
the Word of God this Office appointed to ir, that it realizes, or 
makes prefent to us, things that are far diſtant, It is call'd tbe 


Subſtance of Things hoped for , and the Evidence of Things j1:b.11.1: 


not ſeen ; what is deſcry'd in a far Proſpect by our hopes, 
Faith brings ſo near, that it ſets them before us, as if we held 
them iry our hands and ſolidly poſleſs'd them.

And, therefore Chrif's Body and Blood, are not merel 
brought to our remembrance by the outward Signs, as Fl: 

ures of them, bur with them are deliver'd to us, to all the 
intents and purpoſes wherein they can do us good. Thus in 
receiving the Bread and Wine, we receive Chriff's Body and 
Blood-too, as far as they can be given into our polleſſion ; and 
Chriſt deſign'd them for us. We have all, for which that Bo- 
dy was broken, and his Blood pour'd wn Rao jm of Sin, 
and Peace, and Reconciliation with an God, andshis 
favour confirm'd tous. And therefore we really receive that 
Body and Blood, ſince we effeCtually receive them to all their 
gracious Ends. And what real Preſence of them can we de: 
ſire more ? I am certain this is as much as can be truly bene- 
ficial to our Souls, and the Sacrament aims-at nothing far- 
rher. 

Nor are we to think that the bleſſed Effelts only of Chrif's 
Body and Blood are preſented to us with the Elements, which 
Chriſt has therefore inſtituted in Signs and Seals of this unva- 
luable Gift : But all gracious Influences are communicated to 
us, our Grace increagd, and ſpiritual Strength improv*d, 
and the heavenly Life ſupplyed with freſh force and vigour. 
This is the blefled Efficacy of Chrif*s Body and Blood, which 
as really are preſent in the Sacrament to nouriſh and ſanCtifie 
our Souls, asthe Bread and Wine are to feed and refreſh our 
Bodies. 

Thus Chrif is really preſent in the Sacrament, that is, Spi- 
ritually ſo unto our Souls in ſuch a manner, as'is moſt effectu- 
al to Influence and Bleſs them, and yer he is not there-in _his 
Natural Being. So that according to this Explication of it, 
there will be vaſt difference between his Real and Subſtantial 
Preſence : And all the Authors which are Cited, as Afſerting 
both ; yet all they indeed expreſs, is only this, That Chr;ft is 
Truly and Really Preſent in the Sacrament : Which they 
might very well affirm in the Senſe I have given, and yet ne- 
yer have a thought of his being Subſtanrially there. 


I could 
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I-could not but wonder to find it affirm'd, with ſo"preat 
Aſſurance, and bold Appeal, to all that are but ordinarily 


Converſant in Eccleſiaſtical Learning, That the Ancient Fathers Reaſons 
from Age to Age, Aſſerted the Real and Subſtantial Preſence, in for 'Abro- 
wery bigh and Expreſſive Terms. And yet all that is broughe gating %e 


ful Signification, and may be applyed to a hundred things 
ſooner than to what they are made to. deſign. If it were 
in an Age like that of which Era/mus gives fo pleaſant a Cha: 
rater; That it was fo devourly Ignorant, as it was account- 
ed a Hereſie to underſtand Greek ; then no Man could know 
but theſe hard Words might be unanſwerable Arguments : 
but now the Senſe of them is eafie enongh to be found out , 
that-they Import nothing to -the preſent purpoſe, and that 
they do not at all mean the Real and Subſtantial Preſence, as 
the Author Tranflates them. 


And as eaſe it is to clear the Ancient Fathers from what 
he would Impoſe on them ; and to prove that they are fo far 
from aſlerting the Real and Subſtantial Preſence in High and 
Expreſſive Terms, that there is not the leaſt Expreſſion in any 
of them to favour that Opinion. And though indeed rhey 
fay that Chri# is Really preſent in the Bread and Wine, and 
they phraſe it often in Magnificent and flouriſhing words ; yet 
they mean it in the Sacramental and Spiritual fenſe, not the 
Natural manner of Being. 

It will be unneceſlary, after the great Volumes which have 
been writ to this purpoſe, to ſwell cheſe few Sheets with nu: 
. merous Citations : 1 ſhall only ſele&t ſome few that will more 
nearly concern the preſent Debate. 


If the Fathers call the Elements of Bread and Wine, the 
Types, or Figures, or Signs of Chrift's Body and Blood ; it 
will unavoidably follow, that they never underſtood any 0- 
ther Real Preſence of them, than ſuch as is Attributed to the 
Thing fignifi'd, when it is offer'd and exhibited to our Minds 
by the Sign which denotes it; and therefore are not Subſtantial- 
ly there, -but only in a clear and lively reprefentation to our

They alſo particularly Excommunicated Germain the Pa- 
triarch, George Biſhop of Cyprus, and John Damaſcene, 
which three had with great. heat aſſerted the Adoration of. 
Images. And the laſt of the three they mark'd with the 
black Character of an- Idolater, one injurious to Chriſt, and 
a Teacher of Impiety. This was enough to make his Blood 
boil, and to alarm him unto a fierce oppoſition of the 
Councils Decrees againſt his Opinion ; which he thought 
himſelf now as much obliged in Honour, as by Inclination to 
defend. To vindicate his dear eſpouſed Cauſe,it was needful 
to remove the Objection which the Council had rais'd con- 
cerning the Euchariſt, which they affirm'd to be the ſole I- 
mage of his Body, that Chriſt had recommended to w. To cut 
this off throaghly, he ſcruples not to aſſert, what none 
had ever done before him, That the Bread, and Wine, and 
the Water, by the Invocation and coming down of the Hol 
Ghoſt, are ſupernatnrally chang'd into the Body and Blood of 
Chriſt ;, and ſo now they are no lonzer two diſtinlt, but one and 
the ſame thing. And a little after he hath theſe words 
The Bread, and the Wine, are not the Type and Figures of the 
Body and Blood of Chriſt, God forbid, but they zre the Deified 
Body it ſelf of our Lord ;, ſince be himſelf. hath ſaid, This i 
not the Type or Figure of my mo. but my Body ;, not the Fi- 
gre of my Blood, but my Blo Thus according to the 


comron Obſervation, that one Error is maintained by 
bringing in the. aid of -another : This Monk calls in the 
Real fubſtantzal Preſence as an Auxiliary to defend the 
worſhip ot Images. |

- And thus the beginnings of Transformation were 
form'd, till by d it grew up to'that monſtrous Opi- 
nion, which now frightens all our Senſes and Reaſon. -It 
was firſt introduced, becauſe thought neceſſary for the ſup- 
of Idolatry, and for the ſame Reaſons the Church of 
Rome at laſt adopted it, and ſo zealouſly continues it. It 
muſt be confeſs'd; that Damaſcenes Expreſlion is not pre- 
ciſcly the ſame with Tranſubltantiation, nor ſpeaks he 
out ſo broadly as the Church of Rome does; yet it hath a 
very ſuſpicious Face, which looks that way, and im- 
rts the ſame thing, though not in expreſs terms. For 
to ſay that the Bread and Wine are ſo chang'd into Chriſt's 
Body and Blood, as they are no longer diſtin, but one 
and the ſame thing, is in effect to allert, that the firſt are 
tranſubſtantiated into the laſt. 

However, theſe two Greek Monks left at. leaſt the old 
Expreſſions concerning the Euchariſt, if not quite aban- 
don'd the Faith ; and they were the hrſt whoſe new Mode 
of ſpeaking began to be ſuſpected in this Article. 

It was from this. Great Champion of Image-Worlhip,_ Barouius, Ibid.. 
that the ſecond Council of Nice, ( which was conven'd Tom.g.ad An- 
by the Empreſs Irene, in the Year 787, to reſcin'd the 99 787. 
Acts of the former, and to reeſtabliſh Images ) in their F397 
fifth Seſſion examin'd this ſame Argument, which the Fa- yicgi Conciti 
thers of that ſame Council at Conſtantinople. had urged a- in Colle. 
gainſt Images to prove them needleſs and frivolous, ſince Concil. Labbei- 
Chriſt in the Euchariſt had inſtituted the Image of his Bo- 79m» 
dy as ſufficient to repreſent him, without any other. 

Andit is very remarkable, thai the Anſwer which they 
made to it, they borrow entirely from Damaſcene : For 
. they declare almoſt in the ſame words as he had done a- 
bove thirty Years before, . That neither Feſju Chriſt, nor 
the Apoſtles, nor the Fathers, have ever call'd the unbloody 
Sacrifice offer” d by the 'Prizfts' an Image, but they nam'd it 
the Body it ſelf, and the Blood it ſelf The Gifts are calPd, 
piouſly, Antitypes, by ſome of the Fathers, before the Conſe- 
eration is perfetted ; but after the Conſecration, they. are call d. 
properly, they are ON and are to be believed to be the Bo 
and Blood of Chriſt, becauſe, if it be the. Image of bis Body, it

But tho Damaſcene, and theſecond Council of Nice ſtarted = 
: this. new, and untodormer times unknown Opinion about 
the Euchariſt ; yet the ancient Faith was ſtill preſery*d in 
this Point, and few, or none embrac'd the Innovation. 
Bede who liv'd in the ſame Age retains the names of 
Signs or Figures in the Sacrament, when he ſays, that 
Our Lord gave ws the Sacrament of his Body and Blood under 
the figure of Bread -and Wine, and that he gave to his " 
ciples the figure of his Body,and of his Blood, And Charles the 
Great, who ſurvived _—_ after this Council, ag to. 
his Preceptor Alcwinus. Our Lord, ſays he, ſupping, broks 
the Bread, and gave them the Cup for the Figure of his Body, 
and bis Blood, and gave them 4 great Sacrament for our 


"A. two Greek Monks were the firſt who ſtarted this 
Notion of. the real ſubſtantial Preſence in the Eaſtern, ſo 
a Monk of: Corbie in 818. was the firſt Inzenter of this 
unintelligible Myſtery in the Weſtern Church. It was 
Paſchaſins Ratbertus who affefted a new way of expreſling 
himſelf, different from all the former and of his own Age, 
denying the Bread and Wine to be Signs of Chriſt's Bo- 
.dy, but that the firſt were chang'd into the Subſtance of 
the other. To him therefore is due the Honour of ham- 
mering out the Notion, tho not of coyning the word 
Tranſubſtantiation. And ſo He, 'not Berengarins firſt 
made the Euchariſt a Controverſy. by diſputing againſt 
what was before generally recely'd. The real Preſence in 
the Bread and Wine not ſubſtantially, but as in the Signs, 
and Sacrament of them, and thus created a Conteſt, which 
was very warm in his own time, and hath ſince diſtratted. 
all Chriſtendom, And he was the firſt original of this 
Miſchief; for tho Jabn Damaſcene, and the ſecond Conn- 
cil of Nice declar'd the ſame thing in Effect, yet beſides 
that, neither the new Language of the one, nor the De- 
cifions of the ofher were much regarded, or thonght 
worthy of notice. This Monk of Corkie ſpoke out more 
plainly, and. alarm'd all this part of Emrope with the 
Strangeneſs of a new Opinion unheard before, and: con- 
trary £0 the, perpetual Belief of the Church. in all Ages, 
And that” he was the firſt Father of this now ſo great.

And that his Opinions were new, and ſounded oddly oper, Impr.

If we will believe 
himſelf, he was deſpig?d- as a phantaſtical Young Man, 
who with: a raſh Boldneſs advanc'd new Opinions; or as a 
wild Viſionary, who would impoſe his Dreams on the reſt 
of Mankind. For what other occaſion than this could 
move him to write in ſuch terms as theſe to his intimate | 
Friend ? You have ( ſayshe ) at the end of the Book. ( mean- pſchaſius Rate 
ing his own Diſcourſe of the Body and Blood of Chriſt) bertws Epiſt, 
the Sentiments of the Catholick Fathers, which, I have briefly 3d Trudegar- 
marked, that you may know it is not by Enthuſiaſm, or an In- dum.

any thing arcane 5 nor had he above two or three of 
his Temporaries to follow him. I am ſure all the Learning 
and Piety of the Times wherein he lived, vigorouſly op- 
wy him,. and how much they differW-from him, let us 
ut hear from himſelf.

Ani a little after, / 
am amaz.'d at it, that ſome now will ſay it is not the reality 
of the Fleſh and Elcod of Chriſt in the thing it ſelf, but in the 
Sacrament, a certain Efficacy. of the Fleſh, and not the Fleſh, 
a Vertue of the Blood, and not the Blood ;, a Figure. and not 
the Reality ;, a Shadow, and not the Body.

And this Doftrine which all believed but hi.nſelf, is 
\perfettly agreeable to what was the Faith of the An- 


.cient Church, and is now the Faith of the Proteſtant 


Churches. 

So upon the whole, That Catholick Church which hath 
in .all Ages according to the Author of the Reaſons, &c. 
aſſerted the Real and Subſtantial Preſence is no where as yet 
to be found but in this poor Monk of Corbie,or two or three 
deluded by him, fince all th: reſt of Chriſtendom aſſerted 
the Real Preſence no otherwiſe than as 1n the beginning 
of the Diſcourſe I explained it, and have prov'd it to be 
the meaning of the Fathers, and gener-l Conſent of the 
Church, till this unhappy Age, wherein Ratbertws in his 
Melancholy Cell hammers out a Notion, which hath 
fill'd rhe World with Difputes, and puz'ed the beſt Wits 
of the Church of Rome to make it out. * 

No*ſooner had this Innovation thus begun to change 
the Doctrine of Faith, than a holy Zeal for the Truth 
warm'd the greateſt Men of the Age, wherein he liv'd, to 
draw their Pens againſt him, and ſome of them were 
heated to a little Indignation. 

Rabanus Maurns was the molt conſiderable Perſon of 
his Time for Learning and Wit : As a Poet he ts prais'd 
by Antoninws, that he excelled all who liv'd with him ; an 
in all reſpects Trithemius adorns him with this high Elogy, 
That Jraly never ſaw any thing reſembling him, nor 
Germany ever produc®d his equal. From a Monk” of the 
Monaſtery of Fuld a City on the Frontiers of Franconia, 
he was created Abbot of it; from whence his Merits re- 
moy*d him to the Arch-biſhoprick of - Mentz, where, by 
the Command of Lewis the ſecond, Emperour, he con- 
ven'd a Synod, which decreed ſeveral things uſeful for 
the Reformation of that Church. So that his Character 
gives him more Authority.to ſupport. him, than a pri- 
vate Monk. He through - all his Writing aſlerts the 
true and ancient Faith of the Church, in oppolition to 
ONE Eg had newly vented, and calls his, a wicked 

pinion, 

Walafridus Strabo, who, by the account Antoninus gives 
of him, was Scholar to him I have mention'd, joywa 
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with him in defending the ſame Treth againſt this dan- 
 gerons Innovation. To theſe | might add a great many 


others, Amalarins, and Heriboldus, the one Arch-biſhop of 
Treves, the other Biſhop of Auxerre. Both of them fa- 
mious for Learning and Wiſdom, which recommended the 
latter of them to the favour of Wis Prince Charles tbe 
Bald. And with thele Prudentins Biſhop of Treys, and 
Florws Deacon of Lyons, united in the ſame Zeal ro over- 
turn the Novel Tenents of this Monk. 

But there were two of greater Name who profefſedly 
wrote againſt him by the particular Command of Charks 
the Bald, who, ſenſible of the Diviſions which this No- 
velty in Religion had made among his Subjects, to ftop 
the growing, Diſorder, employed the two Men who had 
the higheſt Reputation for Learning to refute it. Theſe 
two” were Foannes Scotus Erigena, 'and Bertram. The 
tirſt of them was admir'd as the moſt accompliſh'd in all 
kind of Knowledp, for whom, as' the Emperour had a 
peculiar efteem, ſo he conſulted his Judgment, eſpecially 
in this new-rais'd Controverſy about the Preſence of 
Chriſt's Body in the Euchariſt , and ' order'd him to 
confute Ratbert. In Obedience to' which Command ( as 
appears by an Epiſtle of Berengarims extant in the Colletti- 
ons of D' Achery ) he compos'd that Diſcourſe of the 
Sacrament, which was afterward judg d Heretical; and 
condemned to be burnt by the Council which was called 
at Vercells againſt Berengarius. But however the Book | 
afterward met with this hard fate, yet in this Ape nei- 
ther that, or its Author were ever queſtion'd, 'and tho 
that Learned Man, for Tome uncommon Opinions which 
he held, had rais'd himfclf greater Enemies, and amongſt 
the reſt Remy Arch-biſhop of 1707s, and Florusthe Arch- 
Deacon, who- treated him with ſharpneſs enough, yet they 
neveraaccufed him of any Error as to the Eucharift, which 
they would never faild to: have done, if 'he tiad ad- 
vancd any Opinion contrary to the general Faith. He 
liv'd and ded in the favour of the two greateſt Princes 


of that Age, Alfred, arid Charles the Emperour, who would 
.* certainly fown'd him if he had tainted' with 
Hereſy. 


He 
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: He-poſieſs'd Employraents in the Church, to which 
would never have been admitted, if he had in the lea 
been 'blacken'd with To invidious 7 Charatter. He left 
the Emperor's Court upon the invitation he had from 4/- 
fred into England, that he might be the principal Orna- 
ment of the -new-founded Univerſity at Oxford; and to 
him he alſo truſted the Education of his Children. And 
yet this Man, ſo much admir'd and courted by two 
Kings, muſt be an Apoſtate from the Faith, and an He- 
retick, and Paſchaſins be the only true Catholick. He 
after this was choſen to read Divinity in the Monaſtery 
at Malmsbary, where, by the young Scholars, at'the-1n- 
ſtigation of the Monks, he was ſtablyd ; and afterwards, 4-torin.Chron. 
as Antonius tells us, was accounted a Martyr : And as part.2. Tit.16, 
Leſfly the Scotiſh Hiſtorian reports it, "Twas by the Au- ©2: p-501.

' have had this DoCtrine from him, ſo he pleaded the Name 
of this Great Man ih his defence. And by this we may 
i be aſſut\d too, that he denied the Real ſubſtantial Pre- ' 
ſence, ſince his laſt writing was compos'd expreſly againſt _ 
Paſchaſina Ratbertws,..who had newly. broached that Opi- 
- NION. 

[ willnot ſay much of the other excellent Perſon em- 
ploy'd by Charles the Bald in the fame Work with Foannes 
Scotws : By whoſe Order he compil'd' againſt Rarbert that 
incomparable Diſcourſe of [the Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
which to-the great benefit of the Church, had a better 
deſtiny than that of 'Erigena, and ſtill hath ſurviv'd. Of 
which, becauſe newly tranſlated into our own Language, 
I need ſay the leſs, ſince every one who hath but the cu- 
riofity, may ſee what Doctrine was taught in thoſe days; 
and that it was indeed the ſame for which Berengarizs in 
'the Apoſtacy of following Times, almoſt two hundred 
Years after, was falſly convicted of Hereſy. I will only 
add this concerning Bertram, or Ratramn, that he was 
not only in great favour with his King, but of ſo high e- 
ſteem in the Church, that he was choſen by all the 
Clergy of France, to write in defence of the Latin Church 
againſt the Greeks. ' 


And this is enough to convince, that the Docrine of 
.Paſcbaſins concerning, the Real ſubſtantial Preſence, was 
not only new, and unknown, but” deteſted by all the 
worthy Men of his Age; and indeed 1 ſhould have won- 
.dred by what ſtrange Infatuation- it obtain'd amongſt 
any in the following Century, and-ſo by degrees grew 
into credit amongſt many of the Prieſts. If I did not 
refle& what groſs Ignorance darken'd all the Times in- 
tervening,between the condemnation of Berengarixe,and the 
Death of RK. HMaurus, F. Scotws, Bertram, &c. As if the 
laſt ſmall remains of Piety' and Learning, had expir'd 
with the- Breath of thoſe Great Men, .and forſook the 
World when they left it. It is then-no wonder, if in 
the ſucceeding Age, groſly ſtupid, and 'which had an 
unaccountable Devotion to Adoration of ' Images, and 
Invocation of | Saints.3 the moſt unreaſonable Afertion

that was ever offer'"d to Mens Minds, - was embrac'd : 
Andin an Age, that began to be ſo' ſtrangely addited to 
1dolatry, it-is not-to be admired, if a Doctrine was 
readily -receiv*d, which might. be thought ſerviceable to 

omote it : Since, as I before obſerv'd, it was to defend 
the Worſhip of Images, which induced Damaſcene, and 
the ſecond Council of Nice, to give birth to this No- 
tion of the Real Subſtantial Preſence .of Chriſt's Body in 


the Sacrament. 


- But: as- yet- this- Opinion” of Paſchaſins: Ratbertus was 
not eſtabliſh'd by the Authority- of the Church, ſince 
the two Popes, Nichoas the Firſt, and Adrian the Se- 
cond, were ſilent SpeQators of the new rais'd Quarrel, 
without intereſting themſelves. And. though the Novel- 
ty, for the Reaſons I have mention'd, pleasd many of 
the Prieſts, and- in time acquired ſome number of fol- 
lowers, yet through- the Ninth and Tenth Centuries, 
the greateſt part-of the Church ſtill retain'd the An- 
cient Faith; and it was-the ordinary Buſineſs of their- 
Diſputes,. to hunt down this new-ſtarted Opinion. 

Thus when Odo Severus was Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, 
in the Year 950, there was a great Conteſt among his 
Clergy concerning the Eucharilt ;- ſome affirming the: eq 


former Subſtance to continue, and that -it was only the Er Gulizl, 
Figure, or Sign of Chriſt's Body and Blood. - And all that #falmsbur. de - 


the Arch-Biſhop alleadg'd in ſolution of the Argument, 
was only the Inſtances. of c_ incredible Miracles 
wrought by the Sacrament. For this was the courſe they: 
took'-to ſpread the belief of the Real Snbſtantial Pre- 
ſence among the People. 

The Prieſts, by ſeveral'Impoſtures, . and: lysng AMracles,; 
which they -aſcrib'd to the Hoſt, endavour'd to-perſwade 
them,, that it was really Chriſt's Body, ſince- they could 
not think-that any other was capable of doing ſuch pro- 
digious things, But only the Ignorant were obnoxious to 
be ſo groſly abus'd by vain frivolous. Stories ; - and a- 
mong the Wiſe and Learned, few Proſelytes were gain'd ; 
for ey ſtill exprefſed themſelves the old. way, contrary 
to Paſchaſimu. |
